To enter in detail into the numerous diſtreſſes of the Poor, particularly at this ſeaſon, in various parts of the Metropolis, 
ſeems unneceſſary,” The well-concerted Societies, in addition to individual benevolence, united to alleviate the ſufferings 
of the labouring Poor, prove, that it is a point generally admitted. It may however be neceſſary to remark, that in no 
part, do the ſufferinys of the Poor exceed thoſe which are at preſent experienced in Clerkenwell and the adjoining Pariſhes, 
where great numbers of induſtrious artificers, with their families, are reduced from a comfortable way of living, to 
extreme want,—even of the neceſſaries of life. | 


The advantages derived from the plan of a Society already formed for the purpoſe of relieving the induſtrious Poor, 
particularly thoſe who have large families, and who have not been in the habits of receiving parochial relief, with a good 
nutritious Soup, have been found extremely beneficial; but the difficulty which the Poor, who are at a diſtance from the 
Soup houſe opened in Spitalfields, find, in obtaining a portion of relief, has induced a number of perſons to unite their efforts 
towards eſtabliſhing a ſimilar Inſtitution in the neighbourhood of Clerlencvell, in order that relief may be more effectually and 
readily adminiſtered to the neceſſitous in that and the adjacent Pariſhes ; and to that very numerous and induſtrious claſs 
of mechanics, who were of late employed in the various branches of the Clock and Watchmatking buſineſs ; but who now, 
with many others, it is but too well known, are reduced, with their families, to a very diſtreſſed and pitiable condition. 


It is therefore preſumed, that when this repreſentation of the deplorable caſe of the Poor in this diſtri&, with the 
mode of relief, ſhall reach the public eye, it will not fail to excite the ſympathy and aſſiſtance of the Benevolent and 


Humane.

THaT this Society be formed on a plan ſimilar to one lately eſtabliſhed in Spitalfields, for ſupplying the 
induſtrious Poor with GOOD NUTRITIOUS MEAT SOUP; and that proper objects who reſide in the pariſhes of 
Clerkenwell, St. Luke, Iſlington, St. Sepulchre, St. Andrew, or any others, may partake thereof. 


THAT this Society be conſidered as acting in concert with that already formed, and as uniting their 
endeavours more effectually to extend the ſame laudable deſigns, and will be ready, at all times, to correſpond and come 
municate with them, in any way that may belt ſerve the cauſe, in which both have engaged.

That John Pim, of Bartholomew Cloſe, be Treaſurer. 
That Mr. William Chamberlaine, of Ayleſbury Street, Clerkenwell, be Secretary.

REGULATIONS ADOPTED BY THIS SOCIETY. 


Firſt, Tu AT a Committee, conſiſting of not leſs than thirty- ſix Members, be appointed to conduct the affairs 


of the Society; to meet at leaſt once in every week. 


Second, 'Trar the attention of the Committee be particularly directed towards making the Soup good; one or two 
of its number, as ſhall be found neceſſary, to ſuperintend the making of it, and three of them to be preſent, in turn, 
during the whole time of ſerving it. 


Third, Tuar any perſon producing a printed recommendation at the Soup-Houſe, ſigned by a Member of the 
Society, ſhall receive a numerical Ticket, entitling him or her to receive Soup, which ſhall be renewable every two 
weeks, by the viſiting Members of the Committee, unleſs any thing during that time ſhall appear to render it improper z 
and that the attention of the Society be particularly directed to ſuch as have numerous families of ſmall children, though 
by no means to the excluſion of the Poor, of any deſcription. 


Fourth, Tunar the Soup be delivered out on the fix working days of the week, between the hours of Eleven and 
One, at ONE PENNY per QUART, to ſuch as produce Tickets, according to the mode mentioned in the laſt reſolution, 


Fifth, THAT a General Meeting of the Society be held once a Month, at a place and hour to be determined on 
by the Committee, who are to give proper notice to the Members. 


Sixth, 'Taar perſons, fubſcribing Half-a-Guinea, at the leaſt, be Members of this Society, to whom printed 
Recommendations are to be delivered for their uſe. 


N. B A Committee was appointed agreeably to the Reſolutions, and a Subſcription was immediately entered into.
